na, I think, it as well that you and 
the other members of the cabinet should 
know certain facts, which he rather 
- suppresses, or misstates. As to the neces- 
sity ef removing him from this position, 
I suppose there is no need of discussion. 
An aimmbassador who refuses to answer 
the letters of the president cannot re- 
main an ambassador. His statement ‘that 
my letters to him were of such a char- 
acter that he could not answer them 
needs no further comment than to point 
out that in such cases it was his clear 
duty instantly to resign. Hig publication 
ef the various private letters between his 
wife and himself and me would furnish 
any additional justification, were such 
needed, for his summary separation from 
the service. He does not give the state 
department's final letter to him, which 
runs as follows: 

FINAL LETTER TO STORER 

FROM STATE DEPARTMENT 

“September 10, 1906.—Hon. Bellamy 
Siorer, Paris, France.—Sir: Your letter 
of August 3 does not require any com- 
ment. as a whole, but, by direction of 
the president, I answer it as regards one 
point. 

“*¥You assume that in the letter of 
December LL the president wrote you not 
as an official of the United States, but a 
purely personal and private letter, and | 
you state that this letter shows on its 
face, that no answer from you was 
asked for, suggested, or expected. 

‘tt is hard to understand your making 
such a statement, in view of the fact 
that the letter you wrote derives its en- 
tire importance from the accompanying 
letter, which you were asked to read and 
hand to Mrs. Storer, in which Mrs. Stor- 
er was informed that unless she took 
certain definite action, your connection 
with the diplomatic service would have 
to be severed. It is, of course, neces- 
sary ‘to discuss, and it ought to be un- 
mecessary to allude to, any proposition 
so absurd as that this severance of you 
from the service would be asked for, not 
hy the president, as president, but in 
his private capacity. The president was 
anxious to treat both you and Mrs. Stor- 
er with the utmost gentleness and con- 
sideration, and it seemed to him that 
this end could be achieved in the way 
easiest for you by following the course, 
which he did actually did follow. The 
letter to Mrs. Storer, of course, became 
part of ‘the matter of which you were 
requested to take cognizance. In it Mrs. 
Storer was asked to fulfill certain condi- 
tions, failure to fulfill which would re- 
quire, she was informed, your severance 
from the service, which conditions she 
never fulfilled. You were requested to 
read this letter, and hand it to her, It is 
diffrcult to stigmatize merely as folly 
the proposition that under these condi- 
tions the president's: letter required no 
answer.

‘““It is never pleasant to have to dis- 
cuss personal affairs, or to quote or ex- 
plain from ,'personal correspondence: 
which is one reason why it is held to 
be a petuliarly ungentlemanly. thing ‘to 
publish private correspondence. But as 
Mr. Storer, in his extraordinary pamph- 
let, prints ~various letters ‘written my 
himself, by me and by Mrs. Storer, ‘2 
shall set forth briefly the facts of the 
case, giving certain’ letters which are 
necessary in order to understand clearly 
this which he prints. 

“*T first met the Storers while I was 
civil service commissioner, and he had 
come to Washington as a congressman. 
They were kind and friendly with their 
relationg with me and my family. I 
retained a livély recollection of this kind 
and friendly attitude and because of the 
affection it inspired. I submitted to cot- 
duct from Mr. and Mrs. Storer to which 
I would have submitted from no other 
ambassador and his wife; and I did not 
resent their actions until it became evi- 
dent that they were likely to damage 
American interests. Mrs. Storer insisted 
to me often that their change of creed 
‘had proved a deadly blow to ‘ther hus- 
band’s career, and that they were suf- 
fering for conscience sake. I accepted 
this statement as true, and it gave me 
a certain chivalric feeling that I ought to 
do what I could to help them and be as 
patient as possible with them. 

“tinder President McKinley, Mr. Storer 
was made minister first to Belgium and 
then to Spain. About the time of my 
accession to the vice presidency, I wrote 
at President McKinley’s request to Mr. 
and Mrs. Storer that President McKinley 
desired me to say that Mr. Storer was 
ultimately to be made an aasnbassador. 


ROOSEVELT AND RED HAT 
FOR ARCHBISHOP IRELAND 


“Mr. and Mrs. Storer were greatly ‘in- 
terested in securing the promotion of 
Archbishop Ireland to be a cardinal. I 
had, and have a sincere respect and admi- 
ration for Archbishop Ireland, a respect 
and admiration which I have often pub- 
licly expressed. The letter from me to 
Mr. and Mrs. Storer, quoted in Mr 
Storer’s pamphlet, gives with precision 
my views both upon Archbishop Ireland 
and upon the possibility or propriety of 
my taking in his behalf the steps which 
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to what these I nselves ' 
When they? first wrote to me on the 


being: president myself, and not having 
thought out ‘with clearness the exact sit- 
uation, I asked President McKinley 
whether he could’ properly do anything 
to help <Aréhbishop Ireldnd. “He  re- 
sponded.that it was not a-matter with 
which be,could With propriety interfere, 
although he expressed himself.as having 
the saméhigh “opinion of the archbishop 
that I had. I hada farther conversa- 
tion with the president on the subject, 
either just béfore, or just after, my elec. 
tion ag vice president, in which he stated 
what he felt was the proper position; a 
position with which I absolutely agreed. 

“Following this conversation, in my 
letter to Mrs. Storer, of November 23, 
1900, quoted by Mr, Storer in his pamph- 
let, I stated with absolute clearness my 
position and why it was out of the ques- 
tion for the president to try to get any 
archbishop made cardinal: and all the 
letters quoted by Mr. Storer as having 
been subsequently written by me to him 
or to his wife take precisely the sare 
position. I explained repeatedly that my 
friendship and admiration for Archbishop 
Ireland (which is like my friendship and 
admiration for Bishop Laurence, of the 
Episcopal church, and Bishop Branston, 
of the Methodist church, like my friend- 
ship and admiration for many clergymen 
of many denominations—Baptists, Lath- 
terlans, Congregationalists Prosbyter- 
lans and others), would make me pleased 
to see any good fortune attend him, or 
any churchman like him of any creed; 
but that I cotild not interfere fer pis pro- 
motion, or, indeed, in any way in the ec- 
clesiastica] affairs of any church. 
DISHONORABLE CONDUCT 

CHARGED TO THE STORERS 

“This was also the position I took in 
all private conversations, and the asser- 
tion that in any private conversation I 
took an opposite position from that whicy 
I was thus repeatedly expressing in writ- 
ing is not only an untruth, but an ab- 
surd untruth, for I would of course not 
say privately to any one the opposite 
of what I was repeatedly writing to that 
same person. 

‘““Mr. Storer asserts that he and Mrs. 
Storer, and various other people, after 
conversations with me, put down memo- 
randa as to what they remembered I 
had said. If such action was taken, it 
was of course simply dishonorable. No 
one of them ever showed me or would 
have’ ventured to show me any such 
memoranda, and it is nonsense to expect 
to bind me by a memoranda, the exist- 
ence of which was concealed from me. 
The Storers were my guests at the time, 
when, ag they assert, they made these 
memorandas of private conversation with 
me. As a matter of fact, the statements 
they allege me to have made were not 
made, save in so far as what they allege 


/me to have said agreed wit), what, be- 


fore and after, I wrote them. 

“Mrs. Storer wrote me with great free- 
dom, anil it sometimes was difficult to 
know how to answer her. 

“Both she and Mr. Storer continuahy 
made attacks upon all sorts of people, 
especially dignitaries of her own church, 
At one time she wrote-me with great 
bitterness against the Protestant mis 
sionaries, who were being sent to .the 
Fhilippines, at the same time requesting 
me to champion Archbishop Ireland, be- 
cause he had been loyal to the United 
States during the war with Spain, which 
she asserted was fot true as to another 
Catholic archbishop, whom she named. 


ROOSEVELT VERY, VERY FOND 
OF MRS. BELLAMY STORER 


“While I was always reluctant to writs 
in a. way that would hurt the feelings 
w€ ejther of the Storers, on this occasion 
I thought it necessary to write just what 
my (position was, and accordingly repHed 
as follows: 

“*‘May 17, 1900—My Dear Mrs, Store:: 
Your letter of thé 4th has just come to 
hand; also that of the 6th. I am very, 
very fond of you, and that is the reason 
your letters put me in‘a quandary. You 
want me to qo all kinds of things that I 
cannot possibly do, and which I ought 
not to do, and you say things which 1 
do not want to contradict, and yet it 
makes me feel very hypocritical if I seen: 
to acquiesce in them. You must remem- 
ber that there are mary other people 
who feel about their religion just as 
ycu feel about yours. They can no more 
understand your turning Catholic than 
ycu can understand Ca&tholics turning 
Pictestants. Some of the best people I 
have ever met were Protestants. whs 
had originally been Catholics. I cannot 
stop, ang I cannot urge the stopping of 
m.ssionaries going anywhere they choose 
I emphatically feel, as I have always 
told you, that the chance for bettering 
the Catholic inhabitants of the tropic 
islands Hes by bringing them to the high- 
est standard of American Catholicism. 
The worst thing that could happen both 
for them and the Catholic church, would 
te for the Catholic church to champion 
the iniquities that have undoubtedly been 
committed, not only by lay, but by clert- 
cal, would be ‘leaders in the Philippines 
ang elsewhere.

“One incident, which I actually cannot 
rut on paper, came to my persona! 
knowledge in connection with a high Cath-

it made one feel that the whole hierarchy 
in the islang needed drastic renovation.

Dr. Holderby ‘Preached Yes-| 
terday on Vielation | 
. of Laws, 
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In acordance with the request of the 
Business Men's “Gospel tunion ‘to ‘the 
ministers of the city, Dr. A. R. Holderby 
vesterday preached on “Law,and Order. ° 
He took as his text, Romans, xili, I: 
“Let every soul be subject unto the 
high®r powers; for there is no power but 
of God; the powers that be are ordained 
of God.’’ : eS a 

“The apostle is here addressing tne 
Christians at Rome,” said Dr. Holderby. 
“but the injunction applies’ also to all 
Christians everywhere, or to Clristians 
of all the ages that were to follow. 

“It is a. well defined, doctrine of the 
Bible that all authority and all power 
come from God. 

“This is as true of civil government as 
it is of God’s moral government. Kings 
and princes and all others in authority 
rule by the authority of -God;and recelve 
their power from him, . 

“ “For there is no power but of God: th 
powers that be are ordained of God.’ 

“Every Christian is under peculiar ob- | 
ligations to render obedience to all civil 
authority and to uphold the majesty of 
the law. 

“If the powers that be are ordained 
by God, then every Christian should be 
in subjection to those powers. All mob 
law is contrary to the teachings and ex- 
ample of Jesus Christ, and is an insult 
to God and should not be tolerated. The 
church of God should take its stand for 
law and order and good government. 

“What we need today is not more law, 
but the prompt enforcement and speedy 
execution of such laws as we have al- 


“Every violation of law and. all need- 
less delay in the execution of the just 
penalty of the law are an insult ta its 
sanctity and its majesty and detrimental 
to the best interests of society. 

“Due reverence for law and for those 
who are -in authority should be taught 
by the church, because this is one of 
the cardinal principles of the gospel. of 
Jesus Christ. 

“This subjection to law is of particu- 
larly binding force in God’s _ spiiritual 
kingdom. There is less reverence to 
God’s moral and spiritual laws than to 
human law. 

“Men who would not. dare to violate 
the laws of the state or of the city, run 
roughshod over the laws of God. Take, 
for example, the law of the Sabbath. 
Today there is almost an utter disregard 
of God’s law of the Sabbath. 

“Many people in the church obey the 
law of the Sabbath only as they are 
compelled to do so by the laws of the 
State.

Colonel J. Colton Lynes, a prominent 
citizen and soldier, has been honored 
by General West with the appointment 
of adjutant general, with the rank. of 
colonel. 

As one of the bravest of the survivors 
of the ‘Lost Cause.” this honor is not 
only worthily bestowed, but is & par- 
ticularly happy one. 

When only 15 years old, Jesse Colton 
Lynes, at the boom of Sumpter’s gun— 
the shot which was heard around the: 
world—hurried to the front in- defense of‘ 
the south, Then a cadet at the famous; 
King’s Mountain Military academy, this) 
young lad was immediately assigned to| 


duty as drillmaster, a mere boy Placed | 


in command of vigorous and even old; 
men, some of whom held the rank of 
captain and major. 

Sketch cf Famous Soldier. 

Cadet Ly went to Richmond, V4a., 
and on the ch of July, 1861, was mus- 
tered into ‘the confederate states volun- 
teer service as a member of the Rich- 
ardson Guard, of Charleston, 8. C. This 
became Company I, First South Caro- 
lina volunteers. Colonel Maxey Gregg at 
once detailed Private Lynes as his or- 
derly and as Adjutant A. C. Haskelljs 
secretary. On going into winter quarters 
at Suffolk, Va., young TLynes continued 
to drill officers and men until the open- 
ing of the spring campaign. On Grege2's 
promotion to ‘brigadier generalship active 
service under fire began. By this time 
young Lynes had been made sergeant 
in his company and returned to it. Ser- 
geant Lynes participated in the battles 
of Mechanicsville, Gaines’ Mill (Cold 
Harbor), . Frazier’s Farm, Fair Oaks, 
Savage's Station, all known as the Seven 
Days’ battles around Richmond, in the 
valley campaign at Second Manassas, 
Harper’s Ferry, and aft Fredericksburg. 
In these battles Gregg’s brigade was in 
A. P. Hill’s divisions, Stonewall Jack- 
son’s corps. At. Fredericksburg General 
Maxey Gregg was killed. Sergeant 
Lynes now requested and obtained a 
transfer from the volunteer to the reg- 
ular service. He was asigned to duty 
at Fort Sumter in the heavy artillery | , 
service, with the company of Captain‘ 
William H.. Peronneau, First South Caro- 
lina regulars. On the transfer of ‘the 
command to Fort Johnson he was de 
tailed at battalion headquarters by Ma- 
jor J. Gadsden King and afterward to 
post headquarters by Lieutenant Colonel 
Joseph A. Yates. commanding the ‘post. 
At the assault on Fort Johnson, July 3, 
1864, Sergeant Lynes commanded a 
very important gun. In that assault, 
the enemy, who hoped to make Fort 
Johnson a Fourth of July present [to 
President Lincoln, were repulsed and the 
prisoners they left far outnumbered the 
garrison of the fort. The commander, 
Colonel Yates, highly commended Ser- 
geant Lynes for the fine work that 
morning. The cadets of thé ‘Citadel,’ 
the South Carolina Military academy, 
came over from Charleston to escort the 
excess of prisoners to that city. 

Was Taken Prisoner. 

After the evacuation of Charleston Gen- 
era] Hardee detached the garrisons of 
the forts and with them formed Gen- 
eral Johns*on’s army as infantry. Ser- 
geant Lynes participated in the battles 
at Averysboro, March 16 and at Benton- 
ville, March 19, in which last of Johr- 
ston’s battles he was captured, taken to 
Hart’s island prison, N. Y harbor, and 
confined until July, 1863; three months 
after the close of the war. 

For gallantry in the forts and on the 
field, Colonel Yates had forwarde‘4 his 
name to President Davis, and asked 4 
lieutenant’s commission for young Lynes. 

On his release from prison Lynes re- 
turned to his native state, studied law 
in. Charleston, practiced in New Or- 
leans and made money enough to spend 
four years in Europe. He was in Paris 
during the siege of that city by the 
Prussians and also during the fearful 
days of the commune. Returning to this 
country Mr. Lynes accepted a professor- 
ship in the Carolina Military Institute 
with General D. H. Hill as a member 
of the same faculty. He and General 
Hill were called to Georgia some years 
after, but to different colleges. Just be- 
fore the death of General Hill Professor 
Lynes was elected as his successor to the 
presidency of Middle Georgia Military 
and Agricultural College, and, being one 
of the best known and most popular edu- 
cators of the etate, he soon raised that 
institution to a higher “standard and se- 
cured for it a larger attendance than it 
had ever, or has ever since, known. He 
was appointed by Governor J. B. Gor- 
don a lieutenant colonel of cavalry and 
by Governor W. J. Northen as an aide 
de camp on his staff with the rank Of 
lieutenant colonel. On making Atlanta 
his home Colonel Lynes was elected ad- 
jutant of Atlanta camp, No. 159, U. C. 
V., and was appointed assistant adju- 
tant general on the staff of General A. 
J. West and in April was made quarter- 
master general of north Georgia brigade. 

When during President Harrison’s ad- 
ministration a war with Chili was ex- 
pected Colonel Lynes promptly: offered 
his services to the presides, arf te 
tender was graciously acknowledged. 
Again on the sinking of the Maine by 
the Spaniards Colonel Lynes offered, his 
services to President McKinley and re- 
peated the tender immediately on the 
declaration of war.

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CIVIC LEAGUE PRAISED 
BY BOOKER WASHINGTON 


Negro Leader Urges the Members of His Race to 
: Cooperate With White People in 
This Movement. 


OCKER T. WASHINGTON, the 

BR well known negro educator, spent 
yes erday in Atlanta. In the 
afternco1 he addressed the members of 
his race at Carter’s tabernacle, His ad- 


dress was based largely on recent ra- 
cial troubles in Atlanta, and his coming 
to the city was the direst result of the 
in*er.st which the better element of the 
.e@zroes fecls in the movement for a bet- 
understanding between the white 
bac2 and the negro. 

At night he delivered practically the 
Same speech at Rev. H, H. Proctor’s 
church. 

Both meetings were well attended, and 
a number of well known and prominent 
white people were interested spectators. 

Washington's address was entirely sane 
and uwultraconservative. He commended 
the Civic League, which was recently 
inaugurated by the committee of ten, 
apponted shortly after the riot, and 
urged the n2,roes to cooperate with the 
white race. Hie stated he was firmly 
convincei of the sincerity of the lead- 
ers in the movement. 

Booker 'Washington’s Address. 

Washing on’s speech follows: 

“Tt is often with a community as it 
is with an individual. Some great calam- 
ty, some great heartrendng sorrow is re- 
quired to make one realize the duties 
which he owes to his family and to those 
in the community in whch he lives. It 
‘s so often true that communities in their 
ambition to push ferward the findncia] 
and material interests forgot the teach- 
ing of the Bible that we are our broth- 
ers keeper. I believe the lessons which 
have grown out of what is called the At- 
Janta riot have sunk so deeply into the 
hearts of the people of this city and the 
hearts of the people throughout the 
southiand, that we of both races are going 
to be more wise, more sane, more use- 
ful, and more of peace and harmony is 
going to dwell among us than has been 
true in the past. 

“I have been watching with the keen- 
est interest everything that has taken 
place in Atlanta in the way of recon- 
struction or regeneration since the days 
of the riot, and I do not hesitate to say 
to the members of my race that the ef- 
fort which is now being fathered and 
led by a group of the best. white people 
in the city of Atlanta in cooperation with 
& similar group of members of my own 
race, in my opinion, constitutes one of 
the most helpful, sane and promising ef- 
forts that have been made in any portion 
of the south to improve the relations of 
the races since the war. I make this 
statement fully conscious of the scope of 
my words. In too large a degree here- 
tofore, the interests of the black man 
have been left wholly to negro leaders, 
or wholly to teachers who have come 
from the north or west. The ministers 
and the conservative element among the 
white people have consciously or uncon- 
sciously drifted away from helping the 
negro and taking the interest in him 
that was true in former days. I do not 
bélieve that the best element in the south 
“meant to do this. I do not believe that 
they have been conscious, for the most 
part, of doing this, but in some way the 
south grew into the idea of feeling that 
by some hit or miss manner the question 


ter 


of the negro would be taken care of by 
somebody at some time. 


Soare of Social Equality. 

“Anothet element in the situation whichr 
has prevented the southern white people 
from taking pjold in a whole-souled way, 
as they are now doing in Atlanta, has 
been the scare of social] equality; some- 
thing existing somewhere that nobody 
exactly understands, but it Wag Some- 
thing that was always used on every oc- 
jeasi when southern white men or 
women attempted to put forth genuine 
effort to help the black man. 

**“Another element that has kept the 
two races from cooperating has been the 
constant threat of negro domination. 

“T am in constant touch with all class-+3 
of my people, north and south, and [ 
uo not hesitate to say that the negro has 
no ambition to mingle socially with the 
white race, neither has he any ambition 
to dominate the white man in political 
spatters. With these two points definitely 
understood, I see no reason why we can- 
not cooperate on the platform laid down 
by the Civic League. What the negr»d 
is interested in far beyond any matter of 
social intermingling, far beyond the mat- 
ter of racial or political domination, is 
that every individual black man, with his 
family, shall be absolutely sure that he 
will receive justice. Assure the negr> 
that the same justice administereg to th 
white man will be administered to him 
¢nd we have the key to the solution of 
our whole racial problem. The scare of 
social equality, the scare of possible 
tacial domination haye kept many of the 
white people in the south from helping 
the negro. And I confess to you that 
the fear on the part of the negro that he 
will not receive justice “and fair play at 
the hands of the white man has kept the 
negro leaders in many cases from at- 
tempting to cooperate with the white 
reople in efforts to bring about a better 
civilization. Even in the case of this 
movement so magnificently led by promi- 
rent citizens, there are negro leaders in 
this city who are doubting, who are 
timid, who are fearful that after all the 
members of the Civic League go not mea. 
exactly what they say in relation to the 
black man receiving justice and fair play. 
To all such doubters I want to say. 1 
have not come here to speak today with- 
out careful examination into the situa- 
tion; J] have watched every move; I have 
read every word that has been utfered 
on the part of the leaders of this move- 
ment, and I do not hesitate to say that I 
have as much faith in their earnestness, 
in their sincerity, in their ability to help 
lift up the negro in a way that no other 
group of white men in any part of the 
country can do at the present time. i 
believe in their sincerity as much as 1 
velieve in the sincerity of any of our 
friends who live in Boston, New York or 
Chicago, and we shall prove recreant .o 
our race if we do not heartily cooperate 
in every effort that they are putting for- 
ward to bring better conditions in Atlanta 
and throughout the south.

“‘Recause of the uncertainty, because 
of the timidity, because of the distrust 
existing in the minds of the black peopi> 
and white people, tfe south has not only 
suffered from a moral point of view, but 
our commerctal interests have been held 
Lack because of distrust of one race on 
the part of the other. It is impeossibie 
lto have good and efficient labor unless 
+hat labor is assured that in every avenue 
of life justice will be meted out to them, 
and that after persons have worked hard 
end accumulated property they will not 
be driven away from their homes and 
property at great loss at the will of a 
“nob. 

“T want to fittingly express the ap- 
preciation to race leaders in this city 
|who have cooperated with. the . white 
‘men in Atlanta in perfecting and launch- 
ing this movement. From now on, let 
the Civic League have the united and 
sympathetic help of every member of 
Our race. Let those who doubt the ef- 
ficacy of such a movement remember

‘The fact is that we of both races in

dition of the race right here in the 
south, and then do what this condition 
demands. | 

“The average white man in the south 
is just as much interested in the eleva- 
tion of the black man as the white race 
in any other part of the country, but he 
has been timid and backward and un- 
certain in his method of exhibiting that 
interest and that friendship. This 
League furnishes a channel’ through 
which such interest can be shown in the 
future. 

Agitators in Both Races. 

“We of both races must thoroughly 
understand that there is an element of 
agitators among both races that is con- 
tinually stirring up strife with no end 
in view to the bettering of present con- 
ditions. They stir up strife simply for 
the purpose of attracting attention to 
themselves, or for the purpose of secur- 
ing some recognition or positign. It is 
the duty of both races, it seems, to me, 
to frown down on these characters who 
serve neither race to any g0od purpose. 

“In connection with this effort, how- 
ever, it must be borne in mind that the 
negro is human and too much cannot be 
expected of him, but in proportion as 
you will place responsibility upon him 
he will respond to such responsibility. 
I wish that in every cOmmunity and 
every locality where there is any con- 
siderable number of our people that in 
some manner the negro himself might 
feel a responsibility in the apprehend- 
ing of the criminal classes. I wish that 
members of the race might be clothed, 
wherever possible, with some official re- 
sponsibility in the ‘bringing of the crim- 
inal classes to justice. The mere fact 
that such responsibility was placed upon 
the negro himself would give them an 
amount of interest in the welfare of the 
community which they do not now al- 
ways feel, but that is a matter of detail 
which each community must work out 
| for itself. 

“One other movement in the same 
connection I am glad to note, and that 
is the determination to start a large 
central training school for domestic serv- 
ants in Atlanta or somewhere in Geor- 
gia. This is something that I have long 
believed in, but our white friends, per- 
haps, who have been impatient with the 
negro in regard to such matters, must 
remember that it has not been an easy 
\task to educate the masses of our

The negro is naturally of a 
religious turn of mind, 'and the present 
effort presents a golden opportunity for 
the leaders among both races to take hold 
and try to help the negro make his re- 
ligion not only emotional but practical, 
let the world see the fruits of his religion 
in his everyday life, both in labor and 
in respect for the law. There is no rea- 
son, in my opinion, why the write reli- 
gious leaders of the south should not 
take the same interest in the spirituai 
welfare of the negro race now as Was 
true in slavery. I very much wish that 
oftener in the future than has been true 
in ithe past, that white ministers might 
preach in negro pulpits. id wish that 
they might feel that this is a part of 
their duty throughout the south, I hope 
that our minitsers twill see ‘to it that 
their white brother ministers are invited 
as often as possible to speak in their 
pulpits. I have been greatly pleased to 
note the cordial cooperation between the 
white and colored ministers In this city 
during the past few weeks. Telegraphic 
dispatches made known to the world the 
details of the recent riot, but very littie 
outside of Atlanta has been heard of the 
fact that coloreq and white ministers 
have been meeting for conference and 
prayer weekly in your city.

One novelty which will be submitted 
for the consideration of a somewhat 
captious public is a “perfect country,”’ 
one thOusand years away from the pres- 
ent day.

The above partialtable wilt doubtless be 
easily understood. The standing of each 
of the 26 varieties as based on the total 
values of the yields of lint and seed per 
acre, ig shown by the number preceding. 
The lint was valued at !0 cents per 
pound and the seed at 70 cents per hun- 
dred pounds, these being the market 
prices on the day the calculations were 
ade. These values are stated in the 
last column to the right, which means 
that each variety yielded of lint and seed 
per acre the value set opposite the name 
of such variety. 

The gecond column gives the yield of 
seed cotton per acre and the third col- 
umn the percentage yield of lint, or the 
yield of lint per nundred pounds of seed, 
cotton. Note that the varieties yielding | 
high percentages of lint are, with some; 
few exceptions, found near the top of 
the list,-and vice versa. 

Several other results of interest in re- 
gard to the varieties appear in the Press 
Bulletin. Note the averages of the points 
of merit given at the foot of the table. 
The bulletin also gives the name and 
postoffice address of the parties who | 
supplied the seeds for testing. The sta- |

Answers To Correspondents. 


BOOK ON JOHNSON GRASS. 

A. T. C.. Jewell, Ga.—Will you be kind 
enough to send me a book on Johnson 
grass, how to plant it and how much 
seed to sow an acre and how to, cure it, 
and what stage to cut it for hay, how! 
much will it make to acre, will it do to, 
sow with oats or wheat in fall? Thanking. 
you in advance for your kindness. 

Answer—I cannot comply with. your 
request for a book on Johnson grass, eg 
we have not issued any bulletin on that 
subject, and I do not know of any work | 
treating separately of that species 
grass. I can tell you, however, all that 
is necessary to know about it. The seeds 
may be sown at the rate of 30 to 40; 
pounds to the acre after Septem ber, pro-| 
vided the ground 1s in such condition as 
to moisture as will bring up the seeds 
promptly. If sown on the ground when 
dry and it continues so until near frost! 
the grass, if it comes up, will not be! 
able to withstand the first frost. It is} 
usual to sow the seeds the latter part! 
of March or the first of April at the! 
rate above given and harrow them in 
lightly on well plowed land. Cut it be- 
fore the heads commence to show and 
eure it as you would any other coarse 
grass. It will yield from two to four tons 
to the acre at two or three cuttings. It 
is not advisable to sow it with oats in 
the fall unless sown earlier than oats 
ought to be sown. Johnson grass is gen- 
erally recognized as a great pest and I 
advise you to be very careful and to 
consider the matter well before you in- 
troduce it on your farm.
